The tax payment extension w as ; 
voted after Maynard Cannon, coun- \ 
ty treasurer and collector, told the 
board that he had not yet received j 
the tax books and that consider- | 
able extra time would be needed 
to get t t e tax statements ready. 
He said that although the tax 
jtatejELfint forms are already print­ 
ed and show a June I deadline for 
first installments of real estate and j 
final payment of personal property 
taxes, that at least 30 more days 
would be needed. 
The board then voted to extend 
the tax deadline without penalty 
until July I because the statements 
will be late in getting out.

Circuit Judge Harold L. Zim 
merman this morning overruled a 
motion to quash indictments charg 
ing County Clerk Don B. Garrison 
with embezzlement of $6,400 in 
county funds and the selection of 
a jury to hear the trial probably 
will start in the morning. 
Atty. Joe M. Butler, who with 
Atty. Lloyd Melton are defending 
Garrison, argued a motion chal­ 
lenging the array of grand jurors 
that indicted Garrison and which 
asked the indictments be quashed 
Butler said that grand jurors 
must be selected by the county 
board in proportion to the popula­ 
tion of the township and argued 
that the jury was not proportion 
ate. 
Judge Zimmerman upheld con­ 
tentions of State’s Attorney Rob­ 
ert V. Wilson that the defendant 
was not prejudiced by tfie selec­ 
tion, 
Zimmerman said there were two 
questions involved: I—Was the de­ 
fendant’s rights in prejudice? and 
2—Was there an attempt by the 
county board to comply with the 
statutes? 


Continue Chamberlain Trial 


He said he found grand jurors 
from all of the townships of the 
county and that there was an at­ 
tempt by the board to comply with 
the statutes. 
He added that there 
was no proof of any irregularities 
in the action of the county board 
in the selection of the grand jury. 
The petit jury, which was on 
hand this morning, was excused 
by the judge prior to the argu­ 
ments. Judge Zimmerman said any 
general motions to quash the in­ 
dictments could be heard in the 
morning before time for the jury. 
Atty. D. F. Rumsey appeared 
with his client, LeRoy Chamber- 
lain, indicted on a murder charge, 
and asked for a continuance of the 
trial until September, which was 
granted when there was no objec­ 
tion by the state’s attorney. 
May 8 was set by Judge Zim­ 
merman as the date to hear a 
motion for a citation against Earl 
Prior of Eldorado, charged with 
violating a court order prohibiting 
him from practicing dentistry with­ 
out a license. He has been brought 
up a number of times on these 
charges.

By King Hussein 


Ruler Orders 
Withdrawal of 
Syrian Troops

Pro . Western Hussein Khalidi 
succeeded in forming a new gov­ 
ernment in Jordan today. 
It in­ 
cluded ousted leftist former Pre­ 
mier Suleiman Nabulsi. 
The ouster of Nabulsi by young 
King Hussein last Wednesday set 
off 
a domestic 
crisis i n Jordan 
that threatened to erupt into a new 
Mideast war. 


But Khalidi’* success in estab­ 
lishing a new government appear­ 
ed to he the result of a com pro 
mise 
between 
the 
pro Western 
• policies of King Hussein and 
the 
I pro Soviet and pro Egyptian poli- 
I cies of Nabulsi. 


Apparently it eased the domes­ 
tic crisis in Jordan, although the 
ultimate outcome of that struggle 
I for power still was not clear. 
Shortly before this development, 
there were these other events in 
the Mideast: 
| 
—Hussein 
ordered 
the 
wtth* 
riraw'al of Syrian troops from Jor- 
jdan; they entered that country to 
holster its defenses at the time of 
I the Israeli invasion of Egypt. 
—A Damascus Radio report aaid 
Jordan warned Israel that "any 
act of provocation or aggression” 
wonld he met by force; Israel long 
has coveted the bulge of Jordan 
territory west of the Jordan River 
and north of Jerusalem seized In 
the 1948 war, and It was feared 
any Syrian military action againit 
Hussein’s regime might 
prompt 
Israel to move. 


Warning to Syria 


—The Jerusalem, kraal, Radia 
reported that the Iraqi govern­ 
ment had warned Syria It would 
take “ strict military measure*” if 
Syria intervened in Jordan: King 
Hussein and Iraq’s King Feisal art 
cousins and allied as members of 
the Hashemite dynasty wtth a nat­ 
ural fear of aggression from pro- 
Soviet Syria. 
A Palestinian, Khalidi is a for­ 
mer foreign minister 
well 
ac­ 
quainted with the devious 
work­ 
ings of Middle East diplomacy. He 
comes from the same general area 
as does Nabulsi and 
Maj. Gen. 
AH 
Abu 
Nuwar, 
the 
former 
army chief of staff, who was boot­ 
ed out by Hussein in aolidifying 
his position Sunday. But he also 
is regarded as somewhat closer 
to the King and more moderate in 
his views. 
Syrian President Shukri El-K»* 
watly was reported conterring with 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser of 
i Egypt over Hussein’s request to 
withdraw his troops. 
Iraqi roving ambassador Dem- 
louji flew to the Saudi Arabian 
capital to discuss the Mideast situ­ 
ation and it was understood iraq 
and Saudi Arabia had agreed to a 
hands off policy until the Jordan 
situation clarifies. 
These developments appeared to 
confirm reports Hussein had gam 
bled on Arab fears of an Israeli 
attack 
Jerusalem dispatches said 
Israeli 
public opinion was with 
Hussein and that there would be 
“grave consequences" if Hussein 
lost out. 
Egyptian newspapers w'hich back­ 
ed Nabulsi in his struggle with 
Hussein were silent today on Hu»- 
sein’s victory. They had called his 
I ouster as premier an “imperialist 
conspiracy” aimed at Egypt's neu­ 
tralist bloc.

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The Widening Ripples 


Editorial - BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
The course of the congressional 
inquiry into organized labor has 
not run far, but it is already plain i 
that labor’s status in the political ! 
realm is sharply altered. 
The disclosure^ affecting Dave 
Beck and other top Teamster offi­ 
cials have not only opened the pro­ 
spect of new restrictive legislation 
against labor 
They have lessened 
the chance that any major bene­ 
ficial legislation can 
be pushed 
through. 


Strongly pro-labor lawm akers be­ 
have that to champion labor pro­ 
posals at this 
difficult moment 
m ight be to undercut their own 
position with voters. 


So such things as changes In tho 
T aft Hartley act are not likely to 
m ake headway in the near future. 
The problem Is far broader than 
the fate of any specific legislation, 
as labor leaders them selves appear 
to understand fully.

Even if the disclosures should not 
produce revulsion among the gen­ 
eral public and labor’s rank and 
file, enough has already been laid 
on the record to make most legis­ 
lators n ary of seeking open union 
endorsem ent for election. 
Politicians who in the past have 
vigorously sought labor’s support 
may still want it but may prefer 
to have it quietly given There may 
not be much boasting from the 
hustings about what candidate Lo­ 
cal IOO is backing next tim e out. 
Particularly will candidates want 
to avoid any suggestion that they 
are organized labor’s captives. 
Reports have it that some 400 
million dollars annually is employ­ 
ed by racketeers and other un­ 
scrupulous union officials in cor­ 
rupting political figures at various 
levels of government. 
No politi-j 
clan who wants to survive will 
eagerly seek identity with this kind 
of activity. 
Honest labor, like honest busi­ 
ness, has .as much right to make > 
its weight and influence felt at the 
polls as any other segm ent of our 
society.

He also knows that other Soviet 
satellites are eyeing the 
Polish 
negotiations 
in 
Washington.

the delegation comes home with­ 
out western md, it will throw Pol­ 
and upon Moscow’s 
mercy and 
probably destroy the present mod­ 
erate government. 
The Poles asked Washington for 
$300,000,000 in aid. 
The State De­ 
partm ent offered only a tenth of 
the 
request — $30,000,000 
After 
prolonged negotiation*, the offer 
was finally raised to $75,000,000 
But, more im portant than cash, 
the Poles need food. 
They have 
asked for 1,100,000 bushels of sur­ 
plus American wheat. 
They plan 
to ask Canada for another 800.000 
bushels. 
Dulles is unwilling, however, to 
take the political risk.

down publicly, because this might 
offend Polish-American voters in 
this country.

like the Polish delegation — as 
quietly as possible—to fill their 
food needs in Canada.
